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‘‘(N) any attempt, conspiracy or solicita-1

tion to commit an offense described in subpara-2

graphs (A) through (M).’’; and 3

(2) in subsection (c), by inserting ‘‘A motion 4

made under this section that was denied after a 5

court determination that a violation described in 6

subsection (a)(2) was not a covered offense shall not 7

be considered a denial after a complete review of the 8

motion on the merits within the meaning of this sec-9

tion.’’ after the period at the end of the second sen-10

tence. 11
